1 am throughly perfuaded thefe Pofitions would, ups 
on their reception, render Mankind, and efpecially the 
Whigs, of a much more peaceable Difpofition than that

they-would bé more at a lofs to defend thefe Articles, 
than they are to juftify their Political Faith in its pre- 
fent Circumftances. For thefe Notions are paul rg 
and carry the Marks of Veneration and Antiquity: 
Neither do I call to mind any one eminent Door, ‘or 
Body of learned Men, who ever yet undertook to con- 
fute this Hypothefis. But now Whig-Faith alters every 
Tide: This Week is a contradiction to the Doétrines af 
the laft: And they have a new Creed with every Mail, 
or every Siffion of the Funta. He who believ’d Dunkirk 
to be an inconfiderable Place this laft Week, muft, u 
on the arrival of the Poft, as pofitively declare, That 
3000 Britains{bave lately dy'd there of the Plague ; and 
the Moment the Duch come into the Peace, I ex to 
be told to my Face, That the’Author | the Amfterdags 
Gazette ss-the moft romantick Writcr in Europe. A Gentle- 
man of my acquaintance, who has a great deal of Time 
upon his Hands, kept a Diary of Whig-Creeds for this 
lait Year, with proper Obfervations upon every Article 
as to its Progrefs and Reception within the Bills of 
Mortality: He defign’d to have taken up about half 
the Prefles in Town, in order to fupply all his Coun- 
trymen with Creeds for every Day in the Week ; but 
there happened at that time to be a great demand for 

satechifms, which had a confiderable Run during the 
Winter, and upon the late growth of Unbelief, he is 
forced to lay afide his Projet, becaufe he defpairs of 
having#is Papers freed from the Tax, on account of 
their being Traéts and Difcourfes of Piety. 

One would be tempted to imagine, that the Synods 
and Councls of the Whigs, and their fubordinate Socie- 
ties for propagatin Poiical Faith, were compos'd of 
Men of very formidable Capacities and great penetra- 
tion in State-Bigottry, fuch as the World might deem a 
fit Match for the Sefuits : But the Ignorance and Super- 
ftition of any Set, 1s by nd means a Proof of the Gin 
derftanding’ of their Leaders. I have often pity’d 2 
poor Divine, who has been labouring and drudging for 
a whole Hour, to procure admittance for one ordinary 
Article among a Congregation of thefe Profeffors ; and 
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pethaps bag fail’ at fat in the Attempt, though he was 


upported afi it by all the Forces that Reafon, Eloquence, 
and Authority could bring to his Affiftance ; when ro 
my certain kn@wledge, no finall part of his Auditots, 
upon adjournirig to the Coffee-houfe, have at the firfi 
opening of ome of thefe Political Creed-makers, fwal- 
low'd the moit Prefumptuous Falfhoods and Abfurdi- 
ties without hefitation, and gave up their Reafon and 
Senfes to implicit Faith, with as much Pleafure and Sa- 
tisfaction, as if they expeéted to be rewarded with an 
immediate Pofleflion of Fools Paradife. That which ap- 
peared moft wonderful was, that they not only aflented 
at firft Hearing, but began immediately to Difpute, Ca- 
vil, and dtaw Confequences from what was told them, 
as if they had been acquainted with the Doétrine long 
before. No Proofs, no Evidence, no Arguments were 
demanded, in order to their Conviction ; but only per- 
haps fome Tradition from ‘Change Ally, aQuotation out 
of a letter fiom the Hague, or the Whifper of fome 
reat Man at a Levee, as remarkable for Invention as 
Re who repeated it was for Propagation. So eafie a 
Matter isit to be pleasd with being cheated, and to 
foffer the groffeft Tricks to pafs upon us, when we like 
the Perfon of the Coniurer! At the very time when 
Philofophy was at the height in Greece, when Svcrates, 
Plato, and other living Oracles adorn’d thar Country, 
the filly fixperftitious People would refort to Statues of 
Wood and Braf:, to fenfelefs Stocks and ambiguous Gods, 
fome of which they were perfuaded had their refidence 
below ; and preferr'd a Nod, a Shrug, a Whifper, or a 
double Entendre from them, before the Judgment of 
thofe very Men, whom their Devils, whenever they 
were pleas'd to be in their Senfes, pronounced and con- 
féfied to be Me nifet upon Earth, 
» Political’ Faith is, in the humble Opinion of an_ho- 
neft Hererick, who claims the benefit of The Att of To- 
leration te diffent from them, the moft unprofitable Ver- 
tue which at this time of Day the Whigs could fingle out 
from the whole Catalogue, for their own fpecial Ufe 
and Seryice. Fuith, of” whatever Sort it be, whether 
Temporal or Spiritual, has a neceffary dependance upon 
a lively Hope ; but a Charch reviving, a Monarchy re- 
eflablith’'d, and a Peace approchises, are enough to bu- 
ry all the moft chimcrical Pretences of a Whig to hope ; 
and therefore he may throw away his Fatti after his 
Charity. For 1 obferve all the Vertues of that Party are 
dated: and accordingly Moderation, which once ftood for 
almot every thing bee what it really fignify’d, is now 
perfectly out of Fafhion, and expir’d about the middle 
of March, Anno Domini 1710. And for this reafon I 
would humbly recommend it to their Leaders, to let us 
know in fome publick Advertifement, when they would

Certainly a Fefuit in Mafque- 
sade, or a good fubrle AL/fionary, efpecially if he takes 
up the old Difguife of a Cloak and a blue Apron, will find 
it no hard Task to perfuade a poor credulous Wig, That 
the Baptift bad five or fix Heads, That St. Dunitan took 
the Devil by the Nofe, or convince him of the Truth of 
all the mighty Atchievements of St. Patrick and St. Wi- 
nifred, fince it can be prov’d upon him, that he has fub- 
filted his Faith, for fome Months paft, upon Lies and 
Forgeries of much the fume Magnitude ; and if Legends 
are the Food of the Faithful, he who brings them a freth 
Collation ready Cook’d and Diih‘d out to their Palate, 
will not fail to deferve their Thanks and Approbation.
